Dl discloses an electric power generating system comprising 
a plurality of base members seated on an ocean bed adjacent 
the shore supporting normally expanded compression 
cylinders (11, 12) provided with check valve controlled 
fluid inlets (19, 20) and outlets (16, 17) . The outlets are 
connected to a turbine (5) operately connected to an 
electric generator (1) . Wave operated rigid pressure plates 
(23) are hinged (24) to the base members in order to 
compress the cylinders. 

Dl discloses all the features of the production 
installation for utilising wave energy stated in claims 1- 
5, 7 and 8, Claims 1 and 2 do therefore not fulfil the 
requirements of novelty stated in Article 33(2) . 

The power generating system stated in claims 6, 9 and 10 
only appears such features which do not differ essentially 
for a person ordinay skilled in the art from prior art 
disclosed in the cited Dl . Claims 6, 9 and 10 do therefore 
not fulfil the requirements of inventive step stated in 
Article 33 (3) . 
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
